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THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION—FOREWORD 
“THE BEST LOCATION IN THE NATION’ — 
FOR ARTISTS AND CRAFTSMEN 


The slogan for this year is an affirmation of Cleveland’s right to 
be considered a leading center in the contemporary art world. 
The phrase ‘““The Best Location in the Nation,” coined and used 
by The Cleveland Electric Illuminating Company, is an 
expression of faith in Cleveland’s creative nature. Nowhere is 
that better shown than in the work of its artists. The opening of 
the Thirty-seventh Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland 
Artists and Craftsmen stresses again the part that they play in 
the community. The city has been good to them in steady 
support and interest based, as it should be, on the quality of 
their products. The result has been a cumulative sales record of 
22,720 objects sold in thirty-six years for a total of $476,190.50. 
The Museum is proud indeed that it has been the sponsor and 
active co-operating agent during these many years. Last year 
more than 130,000 visitors thronged the Museum during the 
course of the exhibit. 

The Cleveland Art Association was the joint sponsor of the 
first exhibition in 1919 and it has never failed in its support, 
although the Museum after the first year took over the major 
responsibilities. Its lending collection of Cleveland works of art 
bought each year from the exhibition has been a continued and 
creative encouragement. Each ten dollar membership in the 
Cleveland Art Association gives the member the privilege to 
borrow one of these pieces for a year. It has made possible as 
well many Museum purchases through annual appropriations 
for that purpose. Mrs. Benjamin P. Bole, for many years one 
of its most loyal supporters, said, ““Few organizations have done 
as much with so little.” In supporting this organization the 
whole course of Cleveland art is greatly aided. 

The Horace E. Potter Memorial Award for Excellence in 
Craftsmanship has been awarded six times. A memorial to a 
leader in that field, it stresses the importance of handicrafts in 
a world of mass production.

REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


Another year has passed and in the thirty-seventh exhibition 
there is again a surge of creative activity which sweeps the 
exhibition to high success. New personalities emerge to take 
their places alongside those who through their stature have 
brought Cleveland art to high estate. It is a healthy and invig- 
orating sign. Quality with variety is the goal and an eager 
public waits to savor the fare prepared for it. 

The first class, OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANE- 
ous, is a richly diversified group and in it a special award for 
four was given to Dean Ellis. Three canvases bring with them 
richness of color and texture, in fantastic cities rising from the 
riverside or from the sea, houses which build one upon another, 
to culminate in a multitude of domes and towers profiled 
against evening skies. In another the Giralda Tower of Sevilla 
dominates, and below romanesque, gothic, baroque motifs 
move in sparkling composition—the past which has built itself 
upon the past. Frankly baroque and almost riotous in the 
splendor and warmth of their color are the three Italian sub- 
jects of Joan Kempsmith given first prize. They have the gaiety 
of Naples, the almost carnival aspect of that human and world- 
ly city. Even though no figure appears in any of the composi- 
tions there is a sense of the chatter of voices and the clamor 
and clangor of sound. How entirely different is the coolness and 
calm of Kenneth J. Lipstreu’s “Pink Rocks” awarded second 
prize. Here is the reticent world of nature, the quiet of hidden 
places. That is the source also where the third prize painting, 
Joseph McCullough’s ‘‘Streamside,” found its subject material; 
only this is an intense and vigorous nature—fresh and cool 
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branches twine and twist in linear interlacement. Honorable 
mentions were given to Carol Jean Maringer’s ‘“‘Llano,” a freely 
and freshly drawn pattern in depth, and to three flat arrange- 
ments by Richard Gosminski. These have lovely tonal relation- 
ships held to a very simple palette of pale greys, pearl tones, 
browns, with a charming relationship of shapes and simplified 
motifs. 

OIL PAINTING, FIGURE COMPOSITION is a popular class full of 
inventiveness and displaying the utmost variety of viewpoint. 
William C. Grauer’s three canvases, given first prize, are full 
of somber color, lighted by vigorous reds and blues in “Tarrying 
Folk: San Miguel de Allende.” The “St. Francis” is profoundly 
poetic; the birds flutter about the figure of the saint as he 
preaches to them; it is the immortal theme of simple piety. 
What a world apart are the two subjects by Victor Kord, the 
second prize! The “Laborer” stands within the reflection of 
furnace fires. Heat and exhaustion have wrought their toll; 
livid—almost consumed, he fumbles to draw his glove and the 
simple gesture has rare poignancy. His second subject, ‘“Gar- 
goyle,” in contrast has a rather playful gaiety. Highly effective 
is the third award, Edward Henning’s two highly stylized sub- 
jects ““Entr’acte” and ‘“‘Night Singers.”” The mask-like heads in 
the latter, the mood-provoking colors, the mere repetition of 
motifs bind the whole into what becomes in essence a musical 
composition. Three completely varied approaches are seen in 
the honorable mentions given to Lois Rossbach, Paul Riba, and 
Julian Stanczak. A delicate arrangement of shape and patterned 
color in the Rossbach contrasts with a surrealist factualism in 
the Riba and an abstracted linear pattern in Stanczak’s. 

The emphasis on Cleveland as an industrial center has 
particular validity and in the class OIL PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL, 
“Charred Machine” by Dean Ellis was given first prize. A sym- 
bolic synthesis of the machine age, in abstracted form it sug- 
gests the human which the machine has replaced. In color it is 
particularly telling, with deep blues and purples against a sul- 
phur yellow ground, the gold which suggests the glitter of steel. 

Two honorable mentions went respectively to Jack E. 
Johnson’s ““Shoreway Scenic” and Frederick L. Hollendonner’s 
“Blockade,” one the often seen Cleveland Builders Supply 
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treated in effective linear pattern, the second a road block to 
end road blocks. 

Again the focus changes and in OIL PAINTING, STILL LIFE the 
artist passes into a more impersonal world of things and of 
arrangements. John Teyral has never shown his great ability to 
better advantage than in his special prize “Shore Forms,” a 
complex and fishy world of nets and: lures against a suggestion 
of wooden piles, water, sky. His co-worker Peter Paul Duban- 
ilewicz’s first prize ““Top Deck” is, in contrast, nautical—con- 
cerned with anchor, hawsers, the accumulation of things which 
have to do with ships and the sea in a rich arrangement of 
diagonal forms and striking colors. The eerie “After Image”’ of 
Frederick L. Hollendonner, second prize, moves in a world of 
half lights and suggested forms, in complete contrast to Ken- 
neth J. Lipstreu’s third prize ‘Still Life,” an oblong arrange- 
ment in gay colors of compote, fruit, bottles, jugs, and an 
inviting wine glass. But the awards would not be complete 
without the honorable mentions given Wray Manning and 
Paul Riba. The pale tones and delicate imagery of the former 
never were more sensitive than in “Fruit Arrangement’’—the 
apple, the half cut apple, the fruit knife, the beautifully realized 
vase, nor in ““The Water, the Bread, the Wine.” Finally Paul 
Riba in three of his still lifes deals with the beach he loves, 
surrealistic arrangements of shells, driftwood, eggs, fruit. 
Strange instruments, occult symbols, domes of observatovies, 
lighthouses bring nostalgic suggestions. His fourth canvas, 
“Magneto,” seems a weird animal. 

The large class MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING, ANY ME- 
DiuM exploits a variety of techniques. Gerald Garfield always 
creates an imaginative world and the four pieces given a special 
prize lead one into reminiscence of Latin lands, fiestas, the 
gaiety of market days. His cool colors—pale blues, grays, gray- 
blue—occasionally accented by a rose tone or a brown, a telling 
touch of red, heighten this fantasy. 

Diverting and clever in arrangement, spacing, and color is the 
collage ‘Birds and Shapes” by Richard Gosminski, given first. 
Peggy Crosby Rood’s three ‘Abstract Compositions,” which 
took the second award, suggest a not dissimilar world with their 
relationships of space in flat and overlapping planes. Marion 
Godlewski, on the other hand, in her pair of third prize panels, 
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looks to oriental painting and in the world of landscape— 
mountain, tree, and rock—she weaves her imaginative experi- 
ence. In the honorable mention, Paul Tikkanen’s “Indian 
Spiritual,” the artist’s world is a purely abstract one. 

WATER COLOR is a brilliant class. In it very properly the 
special award was given to three extremely able pictures by 
Paul Travis: “Cosmos,” “Night,” and “The City” with its 
frightening sweep of strange and graying color heightened by 
the red ball of a destroying sun. Each of the three has an 
imaginative existence, an emotional rhythm that relates to a 
world of dreams, of implied and half suggested ideas. Gerald 
Garfield’s five took first prize, and again his favorite subjects 
come through—the heights of the city with skyscraper rising 
beyond skyscraper, Mexico, the carnival. But certainly the 
most amusing is “April Showers” with its veritable sea of 
umbrellas. 

Leroy Flint’s romantic and emotional trio, “Ancient Dwell- 
ings,’ “Desert Landscape,” “Mountain Storm,” the second 
award, deals with subtleties, with half said and half seen experi- 
ences which the artist treats with his infinitely sensitive and 
poetic touch. The class in its variety includes the five abstract 
arrangements by Richard Gosminski, given third, and honor- 
able mentions by Peter Paul Dubaniewicz, Herman New- 
hauser, Viktor Schreckengost, Elsa Vick Shaw, and John 
Vargo, Jr. 

The graphic section of the exhibition begins with the class 
FREEHAND DRAWING, ANY MEDIUM. This is headed by the four 
Italian subjects of Joan Kempsmith. Her first place award was 
well won and her drawings havea flutter of movement and 
light, an overall pattern in which a multitude of detail yet holds 
its place. Mac Schweitzer’s “Brahma Bull,” direct and linear, 
was second, and the two delicate flower drawings by Janet L. 
Mack third. Finally, three honorable mentions went in turn to 
Evelyn Wilson English, Henry E. Roth, and Sigmund Shawkey. 

In the class ETCHING AND OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES the only 
awards were a first to Edwin Mieczkowski’s “Sign Post,” a 
weird association of shapes against a stormy sky, and three 
honorable mentions to Norman Eppink, Dorothy Rutka Ken- 
non, and James W. Kreiter. 

In trrHoGRAPHY Norman Eppink’s first prize almost repeats 
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a theme he has used before, with the addition of a new and 
effective use of color. Milton Levey’s “Bird” was second and 
M. Daniel Rohn’s “‘Forest”’ third. An honorable mention was 
taken in sERIGRAPHS by T. Gentille and in RELIEF CUTS, WOOD- 
CUTS, LINOLEUM cUTS, ETC., three honorable mentions were 
given to Jetta Hansen, Janet L. Mack, and W. B. Martin. 

ILLUSTRATION, ANY MEDIUM was.-a fairly large class and 
Lonnie Joy Ruskin’s “Grocery on Rockwell” took the first 
award. Relying on black and white, it contrasts with the 
imaginative “In the Morning” by Thomas Elsner given second. 
Here cool green in a dappled pattern with amusingly placed 
figures gives a decorative effect. In gay color again are the two 
third prize pieces of Judy Marmorstein while Barron Hoffar’s 
“Street Scene No. 2,” the single honorable mention, relies on 
black and white with the faintest touch of blue for its effect. 

HENRY S. FRANCIS 

Unquestionably the quality of scutprure has developed 
greatly in the past few years and in this class William M. 
McVey took the special award for two pieces: ““Wind,” a head 
carved in a beautiful crystalline stone, and a semi-abstraction in 
alabaster, “Owl.” Both of these pieces have a quiet simplicity 
and a strongly developed form sense. They are done in a broad 
manner, yet their stylization helps rather than hides their inner 
feeling. John Clague’s clever ‘““Unicyclists” in cast metal took 
first prize. It is an entertaining linear composition and the good 
humored elongations stress the equilibrium of the acrobats and 
the feeling of exhibitionism in the circus. Second and third went 
in order to Anne Chapman and Katharine Gruener Lange. The 
Chapman pieces, cast in metal, are fanciful: the “Antelope’’ is 
simple stylization; the ‘““Water Ballet” suggests the scuttling 
sideways movements of crabs and provides as well a subject 
which gives scope to an amusing and intricate open design. 
Lange’s ‘Possession No. 3” is a solid sculptural design carved 
with skill from a marble block and retaining the monumentality 
of its material. 

Unfortunately the small number of entries in scULPTURE IN 
woop precluded an award, but attention should be drawn to the 
fine figure in black by William M. McVey carved with great 
simplicity. 

CERAMIC SCULPTURE is always one of the excitements of the 
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exhibition and this year happily was most decidedly no excep- 
tion to this rule. Viktor Schreckengost’s three pieces seem to 
have achieved a sculptural quality even greater than in past 
years, but in doing so they never betray the essential sense of 
the material of which they are made. He was given a special 
award for three pieces: ‘Peter the Fisherman,” ‘“‘Aves,” a bird 
modeled in the simplest form, and the powerful, rugged 
“Bovine,” a snorting, assertive study of a bull. William M. 
McVey’s first prize ““Man and Beast”’ is also high stylization. 
It has an effective linear composition; yet in that emphasis he 
has not lost his sense of the third dimension. Moreover, in his 
use of different colored clays for each of the two figures he 
achieves a fine contrast. ““Woman of Nazareth” by Edris 
Eckhardt, given second prize, has a solid compositional shape 
which, in its relaxed and curving lines, accents emotionally the 
spiritual content of her chosen subject matter. Four pieces by 
Elizabeth C. McFadyen, the third prize award, have an exotic 
fantasy due in part to their subject matter, which has oriental 
implications, and also to the sensitive and delicate use of 
patterning accented by well chosen colors. There were two 
honorable mentions: Ruth Cochran’s diverting cats ‘“Where!”’ 
and ‘‘Mine,” strange denizens of the night who do not always 
entertain with their weird wailings, and Nana W. Rood’s con- 
tented “Bear Sitting.” 

POTTERY is a very large and extremely effective class. 
Cleveland has had faith in its potters and with the steady 
encouragement by purchases they in turn have felt the impulse 
to produce. The result has not been static. The artists have 
sought new experiments in potting and in glazing. Within the 
limits which the material by its very nature presents, they have 
developed variety and refinements which make Cleveland one 
of the recognized centers in this field. Charles S. Lakofsky, 
teacher and potter, leads the class with a special prize for ten 
pieces. In the very soundness of his technical proficiency lies 
the primary reason for his success. To that is added an unerring 
taste, never showy, and never presuming upon facile means. 
He achieves his result the hard way—by reticence. Lakofsky 
uses glazes principally for his effects, his shapes are important, 
but he uses design motifs sparingly. Viktor Schreckengost, who 
took the first award for four pieces, uses the same means to 
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achieve his success, with the exception that sophisticated sur- 
face designs pointed up by incised lines enrich his effects. 

James Melvin Someroski is the second prize winner with six 
very personalized pieces which show excellent design and 
glazes, also excellent application of them to his chosen forms. 
Irene Musick’s third place was earned by six pieces, restrained 
in color and in glazes and which mirror, in their workman-like 
shapes, their sturdy craftsmanship. She is very decidedly 
interested in the more serious implications of her profession. 
Honorable mentions were many and rightly so because of the 
variety and excellence of the complete group. They were given 
to Elizabeth C. McFadyen for one piece, to Leza S. McVey’s 
four fine free form vases, to Nell Riba for a bowl, to Frank 
Woodworth Rood’s entire group of ten and to a bowl by Robert 
Zerlin. 

ENAMELING ON METAL has its usual success. Complete com- 
mand of all the resources of his craft and unerring taste in the 
use of material brought a special award to Kenneth F. Bates for 
eight pieces. Cloisonné, translucent enamels, opaque enamel 
give variety: paillon—metallic foil under translucent enamel— 
adds richness; and at times Bates uses a silver base with telling 
effect. Of the nine pieces by Charles Bartley Jeffery placed 
first, six are for religious purposes and it is a most encouraging 
sign that this traditional craft is being used so fittingly in the 
service of the church. Variety is gained by use of different 
techniques; cloisonné, translucent enamel, and either silver or 
copper for their metal base. Of Doris Hall’s four pieces placed 
second, two are plaques, two are bowls; but in all of them the 
oriental richness of their color gives them distinction and 
effectiveness. Dorothy Harkins, third prize for two, plays up 
color in contrast to texture in striking fashion. There are also 
three honorable mentions in this class given to David Kaplan 
for a wall plaque, “Chanticleer,” to Kalman Kubinyi for three 
bowls, and to Jean T. O’Hara for a single plate. 

The Horace E. Potter Memorial Award for Excellence in 
Craftsmanship was given to John Paul Miller for nine pieces of 
jewelry, the first prize in the class JEwELRy. No greater tribute 
can be paid to a fine craftsman and it is fair to say that these 
pieces rank with the most distinguished accomplishments in 
their field today. They show spectacular craftsmanship, yet 
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reticence and dignity; he uses gold with great sensitiveness in 
which its preciousness as a material is brought out; at times he 
uses with brilliance the Etruscan technique of filigree; he uses 
enamel to highlight and enrich forms. Second prize was awarded 
Kenneth Roy Caldwell for his gay and charming groups of ten 
pieces in silver and enamel. They have excellent craftsmanship, 
inventiveness, and often a pleasant whimsy. Simplicity and 
elegance of line gave third prize to Chris Stephanoff’s ring in 
white gold set with topaz. Because of quality, a fourth prize was 
awarded for eight fine pieces in silver and various techniques of 
enamel by Charles Bartley Jeffery; and honorable mentions to 
Frederick A. Miller for a gold ring, and to Miriam Smith Peck 
for two pieces. 

Contemporary silver is coming into its own in America and 
Cleveland is playing its part in that development. One of the 
reasons is the notable worker in that field, Frederick A. Miller, 
who took first place for three pieces: a coffee set of rare simplic- 
ity and elegance, a free form bowl, and a fluted cigarette box, 
the latter with an effective note of enamel on its cover. Worthy 
of the class and of its second award is the finely designed bowl 
with cover by Doris Collin Foster. It has beautiful form, well 
related linear decoration, and classic simplicity which give the 
cachet of good taste. Sdlve Hallqvist’s candy dish and tray 
were third, pieces which have exquisite craftsmanship and the 
same genuine simplicity. Two honorable mentions were given 
to Caroline B. Goff and to Jack Schlundt. 

One of the vastly rewarding parts of the May Show is the 
great developments which occur or have occurred in various 
sections. It is proof of the show’s influence on taste and proof 
that it does what it should to raise taste progressively. This is 
especially so in textiles. The interest and co-operation of the 
members of the Textile Arts Club have had no small part in 
that result. PRINTING ON FABRIC is a particularly rewarding 
class. Four beautiful abstract designs by Richard Abell, which 
have rare richness of motif and effect, were given a special prize. 
Dorothy Harkins’ two fabrics took first award, one an effective 
and bold design, the second a shimmering pattern of gold on 
oyster white. Doris Morrison’s two effective designs won her a 
well deserved second, and a third was taken by the “‘Fantasy” 
of Alys Lapp Malone. Finally, two well won honorable men- 
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tions were given to Dolores Marie Balasz and Anthony M. 
Petrecca respectively. 

WEAVING as a class was equally remarkable and truly first 
rate. A special prize was given also in this second textile class, 
this time to Clara Alfoldi for three varied pieces, two designed 
for upholstery and correspondingly sturdy in character, and 
one for drapery with the softer texture which such a use would 
demand. Technically first rate, they have imagination not only 
in color and material chosen, but in the actual weaving as well. 
The same happy combination of technical proficiency and taste 
is shown in Dorothy Turobinski’s three pieces given first, and 
in Mary Ann Emerine’s two fabrics which took the second 
award. I.eza S. McVey’s fabric took a third and Sara Mattson 
Anliot’s and Catharine Graves’ pieces two honorable mentions. 

In PHOTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS, Nicholas 
C. Hlobeczy’s “Cat” took the premier award. At first it seems 
merely a still life arrangement, well composed and effective. 
Only as one looks carefully do the mysterious depths within 
depth reveal the well camouflaged, revengeful cat. Single pieces 
gave second and third place to Roger Blum and Morton S. 
Tabin respectively, and three honorable mentions went to Chris 
Cook, Lillian Berson Frankel, and Fred Gerard. Particularly 
appealing is “Tree, Washington, D. C.” by Frankel with its 
brilliant clarity and three dimensional space and the beautiful 
study of textures of a burned interior in Cook’s print. 

In PHOTOGRAPHY, PORTRAIT AND FIGURE an interior, “‘Prelude 
to ?”, by John B. Kastner was given first. It has poignancy and 
penetration and its fine effects of light accentuate those feelings. 
Second went to two prints by Vytautas Valaitis, one a gay and 
pleasant arrangement with two boys’ heads, the second the 
brooding terror of his “G. I. Joe.” Elizabeth B. Miles’ ““The 
New Doll” took third and such was the excellence of the class 
that five honorable mentions were given respectively to Jack W. 
Brown, Thomas A. Clark, Perry Cragg, Godfrey Frankel, and 
Lillian Wilkenloh. WILLIAM M. MILLIKEN
